Ten years ago the south satin poverty at the feet 
ofthe corn-raisers of the west and the money 
changers of the east. 

Hier farmers made the cotton crop. The meatand 
bread they made it with they from lowa. 
The money that enabled to buy the bread and meat 
they got from New York. Their implements came 
from Illinois and Pennsylvania. Their 
fertilizers from the chemical vorks of 
the east and distant islands of the ocean. They 
furnished the ground and the sweat. While they toil- 
ed in poverty and inthe humiliation of depend- 
ence, other people grew rich by feeding and cloth- 
ing them, by making everything for them, from 
pins to pianos, In the meantime the crop they 
raised from hand to mouth gave America the bal- 
ance of trade against the world,and made specie 
resumption possible, lis mauufacture made New 
England populousand busy, and old England mis- 
tress of tradeand commerce, The south grew poor- 
er aud poorer, the soil grew thinner, and farms and 
homes more and more dismantled, 

Now whatcotton might do for us, is this, 

With the proceeds.of !astiyear’s cotton crop, we 
might have put four cotton factories where only 
one stands to-day. We might have duplicated 
every shop, milland furnace in the cotton states 
and spent fifty million in new industries. This 
would have given work to every idle hand in these 
states and started a swelling tide of immigrant arti- 
sans who would find good wages and steady work 
awaitingthem. We might have invested besides, 
fifty millions in farm improvements and stock.

But will Georgia hold what she has gained’? Will 
she confirm these victories, or shall they turn to 
ashes on her lips, as did those victories of Bull Run 
and Manassas with which sheopened another war?

“If the Lord had allowed the cotton planters 
to have had their way this year—if he had al- 
lowed the crop they planted to have ripened and 
been gathered—there would have been general dis- 
aster. The acreage of this year was such, that if it 
had produced acre for acre as much as last year, the 
crop would have been 7,50',000 bales. Such a crop 
would have glutted the world’s market, thrown the 
price way below the cost of production and bank 
rupted thousands of farmers.”’ 

“The truth is,’ he wenton to say,‘‘the cotton craze 
isnot killed. It is merely numbed. The reform 
of the past six years was the result of necessity 
Theall-cotion system had impoverished farmers and 
they found themselves without credit or cash. By 
raising their own provisions for afew years they got 
out of debt, improved their farms and had a little 
cash ahead. They now show signs of turning their 
backs on corn and planting cotton exclusively. The 
Georgia grain crop of this year will not reach 80 
per cent ot that of last year.

“While Senator Anthony is likely to die sudden” 
ly any day,’’ said his friend, “it is fairly probabl 
that his desire to come to Washington and enter 
formally upon his fifth term of service will be 
gratified. iif sfriendsall hope soand he seems to 
expectit. Thereisnom: nin thesenate now who 
was a member of it when h@ was sworn, March 4, 
1559, and of the eight senators who began their first 
term of service on that day, he and Willard Sauls- 
bury, of Delaware, are the only survivors.

Last wiater 
the legisiative assembly of the territory adopteda 
resolution providing for the election of delegates to 
a constitutional conyention. The election of these 
delegates is is now being held. . Among 
those already chosen are J. Schuyler 
Crosby, governor of the territory. 
D. H. Weston, territorial treasurer, and Alexander 
C. Botkin, republican candidate for congress last 
fall. ‘The convention isto consist of forty-five del- 
egates. 

The constitution drawn by the cenvention will 
be submitted to the vote of the people at the elec- 
tion in November, 18*4. If itis ratified it will be 
submitted to congress with a petition for the ad 
mission of the territory. Will the territory be 
admitted’ There is one favorable feature. The 
Claim of Dakota to be admitted as a state is too 
Strong to be easily denied. Yet it is scarcely 
supposable that the democratic house of represen- 
tatives will add two republicans to the senate and 
three to the electoral college, unless an ofiset can 
be found. Forthis they must look to Montana, 
which has always given democratic majorities. The 
admission of Montana and Dakota at once 1s there- 
fore possible. At the election last fall Montana 
cast over 23,000 votes. This year the increase Of 1ts 
population has been rapid, and in the two years 
that must elapse before admission can be accom- 
plished the territory will undoubtedly attain a 
population of 100,000.

TREASURY INSPECTIONS, 

The following circular approved by Secretary 
Folger, was issued by Register Bruce at the treasu- 
ry department to-day. The present regulation of 
the department requires thatif a registered bond 
be issued to a corporation or company, the official 
charter of the persons executing an assignment 
thereof, and the authority of such person to dispose 
of the bond or bondsin question. should be duly 
verified by a vote or resolution of the board of di- 
rectors of the corporations of the company, certified 
under itsseal. In all such cases the copy of the 
resolution furnished this department must be Cer- 
tified by some officer ef the corporation company, 
or institution, other than the one empowered to 
assign the bonds.

Mr. Bates, of Delaware, presented the report of the 
joint committee on church incorporations and ten 
ure of church property. It referred to the neces 
sity of a diocesean corporation capable of holding 
property in trust. It recommended that the sub 
ject be presented to the different dioceses and with 
the request that they endeavorto obtain, as soon 

as possible, suitabie legislation for the protection 

of church property. The committee also suggested 
the appointment of a permanent board of trustecs 
in each diocese, and that the joint com- 
mittee appointed by the general convention 
be coutinued. ine report was 
made the special order for Monday, at i2 o'clock. 
The house of deputies to-day considered the reports 
of the committee on ameudments. The amend- 
ment to article 2, proposing a reduction in thenum- 
ber of deputies from each diocese, which the com- 
mittee had reported as inexpedient, 
was first considered and finally rejected, and the 
committee discharged from the consideration of the 
subject. Article 5 was next considered. It provides 
that no diocese shall be formed, which shall con- 
tain less than 6 parishes or less than 6 presbyters, 
nor shall such new diocese be formed if thereby 
any existing diocese shall be so reduced as to con- 
tain less than 2 parishes or less 
than 12 presbyters, The amendment was 
to substitute i2 for 6, and 24 for 12. After discus- 
sion the report of the committee was not agreed to. 
Rev. Dr. Hall, of Long Island, from 
the committee on amendments to 
the constitution, to whom haa been referred the 
mesfage from the house of bishops on the consecra- 
tion of foreign countries, reported recommending 
that the house donotconcur in the same Placed 
on the calendar.

Mr Beecier isasmart man. Mr. Beecher 
is a thinker, but he doesn’t know everything 
and is candid enough to confess it. He told 
THE CONSTITUTION’S reporter that he didn't 
know as much about the negroes 
and he don’t, When a northerh man who has 
been raised and fed on the horrors of slavery 
comes down south it takes him a year 
open, and when 
them open he is the poorest friend the negro 
has got. The southern man who grew up 
with the understands them. He 
knows their good traits and their bad ones, 


their instincts and superstitionsand emotions 
and he knows how to deal with ’em, Mr. 
Beecher is an oracle, he has been changing 
principles and-theology all his life. He fell 
trom grace and rose again. He is smart, but 
he is after all just human and re are thou- 
sands of men just as smart who make no 
noise in the world. . Il would rather trust Dr. 
Leland’s mind and his philosophy to- ssf on 
most any subject than Mr. Beecher’s. He is 
better balanced and more sincere and less 
ambitious forfame. Mr. Beecher denounces 
the confession of faith and the old theology 
as founded on hate and fanaticism and says 
it was hellborn and that now we havea re- 
ligion of love. . It has taken hima long time 
to find out that our Heavenly father wasa 
God of love and that Jesus Christ made love 
the very soul and spirit of His teachings. 
Hate and fanaticism! How long has it been 
since the reverend gentleman was willing to 
see the southern people butchered, their 
towns and cities burned and their land made 
desolate and for what was it—hate towards us 
or love for the union and thenegro. I wonder 
if he never considers bow much he con- 
tributed to this war of hate and 
death and arson and rape and robbery and 
desolation. It is time the preacher was dis- 
covering that true religion is love; but it is 
late—very late for him. 

I don’t think there isany more love in the 
world than there used to be, but there isa 
good deal more fear—fear of the law—fear of

* one another, and hence there is more consid- 


eration; more tolerance of opinion. Fear 
keeps the world at peace more than love, 
and fear keeps the peace between me and my 
nabor. It is to our mutual interests -to live 
in peace and have respect for each other's 
rights, There is sofme love and good will, but 
it don’t go far—and very far outside tke plan- 
tation. We are all dependent upon one 
another, and we know it, and that makes us 
kind. We are sociable by nature and that 
makes us agreeable; but there is not much 
love floating arcund loose. ‘The tail end of 
the war convinced us allin this region that 
law was stronger than love, for when we had 
no law love was scarce and what little there 
was was powerless to protect us. Human na- 
ture is about the same it was 4,000 years ago, 
the same in instinct and passion. Mr. Beech- 
er is no better than David. Lord Bacon was 
the wisest, brightest, meanest of mankind, 
We are all smarter and have more contri- 
vance and invention because we needed 
more. Wecouldent get along without it. 
Knowledge is more universally diifused and 
the common people are catching up with the 
kings and professors and philosophers of the 
world, but every man is for himself just like 
he used to be. We admire talent 
and eloquence and genius, but we think 
more of a man after he is dead and out of the 
way than when he was living. Even then 
while we blow his trumpet and sing his 
praise we dcn’t want to pay for burying bim, 
and we wouldent do iitif it had to come out 
of our own pockets. It was a struggle anda 
strain to get the state to bury Mr. Stephens, 
Praise is cheap but coffins are expensive. 
Nevertheless we are reasonably kind to one 
another; as kind as we can afford to be. Most 
of us are for most of us are poor and live on a 
strain, and can’t do much for one another. 
The rich cou'd do more and I reckon would 
if they knew they were rich. But it isnetone 
ina hundred who knows when he has got 
enough and ought to divide his supplies. 2.000 
years aro the love of money was said to be

Mr. Beecher seems to have no objection to 
a white woman marrying a negro ili she wants 
to, but hethinks Mormonism oughtto be 
supressed. I dont know whether it 1s the re- 
ligion of the Mormons that excites him or 
thei ir having more than one wife. If it is the 
latter, there issome atonement in the fact 
that they do it openly and publicly and not 
on thesiy. Butto the southern mind there 
is something more horrible and disgusting 
than Mormonism, and that: is the 
amalgamation that he says he has no objec- 
tion to. We object, and we object so earnestly 
that it will not be tolerated. We know that 
it is against the order of nature—against the 
fitness of things, and we denounce it, Mr. 
Beecher is still a fanatic and his sensibilities 
co public decency are blunted. Mr. Beecher 
would encourage the negroes to aspire to 
social equality with the whites, and we de- 
nounce that. The temper of our people is 
kind—very kind—to the north; but that 
same temper was exhibited the other night at 
DeGive’s, when the decision of the supreme 
court at Washington waS announced which 
declared the law unconstitutional. 
We did not need that decision forthe law 
has been a dead letter north and south, but 
it has proved that the federal court has sense 
andjudgment. All that we want is to be let 
alone and the negro problem will solve itself. 
It is solving now. They have gone to work 
and quit politics. The few who got a college 
education are still running about hunting for 
office, but one by one they drop in the chain- 
gang for some rascality. The masses of 
them are doing better than 
they have done since the war. Some 
newspapers say they are accumulating prop- 
erty. Where, I would like to know? Not 
about here, and nowhere else that I go. Now 
and then you find one who saves someting 
and invests it, but they are too scarce to make 
a mark upon the race. Itis not his disposi- 
tion to accumulate. He loves to work and 
he loves to spend, and he enjoys what he 
spends. This is his nature. He is on 
one extreme and the white man is 
on another. The white man lays up some- 
thing for winter and hard times and shoes 
and blankets and wood. But the average ne- 
gro don’t consider any future further off than 
next Sunday. Idonot know a single one in 
my neighborhood who has made any provis- 
ion for the coming winter. They know that 
they have strongarms and can geta dollara 
day whenever the meal tub is empty 
and 80 they laugh and sing 
and joke and eat and sleep and live without 
care or apprehension. SometimesI wish I 
had a littie of their dont care. Maybe the 
wrinkles and the crow’s feet wouldent come 
so fast. The negroes never did want social 
equality. They wouldent have it if we were 
to tender it. They dont want to worship in 
our churches, nor to setat ourtables. The 
only darkeys who ever tried to do so 
were hunting money without work. Thev 
were educated vagabonds. This decision will 
have a good effect upon that class. Now I 
hope the Springfield Republican will let us 

and our niggers alone. ‘They have got noth- 

ing to do with us. Let’em tend to their own 
niggers and we will tend to ours, If I lived 


in a state that had 4,000 paupers and 
3,000 white convicts, I would sing low 
about crime and inorality. If those Tewks- 
bury folks havent got niggers enough to work 
on let em move down south and then they 
can.sing the old song: 

“If he dies I'll tan his skin, 

And if he lives I'll work him agin.’’

DEPARTMENT OF THE SOU rH. 

The department of the south is to be abol. 
ished on the first of November, and the 
nearest military headquarters will then be at 
Fort Columbus, New York harbor. With 
the discontinuance of this department one of 
the saddest chapters of war and reconstruc- 
tion will be ended, and remitted to the his 
torian. General Sickles was its first post- 
bellum commander, with headquarters at 
Hilton Head. Headquarters were svon trans- 
ferred to Charleston, where they remained 
until 1868, when Generai Meade assumed 
cemmand, and Atlanta became the 
center of alleged government in the 
south. Through 1868 and 1869 the new bayo- 
net process was worked to its utmost, and 
General Ruger and General Terry foilowed 
General Meade in the capacity of supreme 
reconstructionist. In 1871 the department 
was removed to Louisville, but as the elec- 
tion of 1876 came on General Ruger was 
brought back, and headquarters were restored 
to Atlanta. In the height of the counting 
out process of 1876-77, General Ruger had his 
headquarters in the saddle. He set them up 
at Columbia, and then he brought them 
back to Atlanta; and it was not until 187s 
that the administration gave up the notion 
that it could use iilitary power to ad- 
yantage at the ballot boxes. In 
that year the departments of the 
gulf and of the south were consolidated,and 
Newport Barracks, Ky., became of the mili- 
tary center of all the south. The consolidat- 
ed department will soon be merged in that 
of the east, and the work of the historian 
“will begin.

Manager Doepp was enthusiastic in his apprecia- 
tion of the work done, and between the choruses 
went to the stand and madea brief talk in which 
he gave some valuable information concerning the 
pastand present history of the festival. Among 
other things, he said: 

1 think it no more than just and proper to give 
you an outline of the work done so far and, in 
other words, a peep behind the scenes. The best 
indication of a success or possible financial fail 
ure of agigantic enterprise like the Atlanta Music 
Festival, are the books of the managers and the 
large correspondence with the entire world. 

When I came to Atlanta about two months ago | 
had many misgivings asto the probability of or 
ganizing so large a musical enterprise. I endeay- 
ored to enlist the sympathy of a number of promi- 
nent business men, with a viewof establishinga 
stock company witha guarant2e fund of some 
$5,000, to guard against a possible financial calam- 
ity. I receivedso little encouragement that I then 
boldly made up my mind totry the scheme single 
handed. It was a daring undertaking, involving 
much labor and a lavish outlay of money. My first 
fears of getting together achorus of 300 voices are 
now, Iam happy io state, dispelled; much enthu- 
Siasm has been manifested, and the number of ap 
plicants for admission in the chorus has far exceeded 
my anticipation. A successful manager always 
must, in a nieasure, depend largely upon his 
ability to feel the public pulse; whether I prove to 
be successful in that respect remains to be seen. 
The fact of having secured more singers in this 
city, than were ever brought together before, will 
cause a saving alone of one thousand dollars upon 
my first estimate, and ! intended to makeup what 
was lacking to bring together three hundred voices 
from the contingents of other cities. Of course 
the expenses of some 200 delegates from other cities 
would have to be borne by me, which with rall- 
road transportation to and from Atlanta, and hotel 
expenses! putatthbelow estimate of $lu apiece. 
You will see ata giance the aivantage tothe ex- 
chequre accruing from this fact alone. There will 
be representatives from all other cities to make up 
the full number advertised, only the number from 
each city will be a littlesmaller, The expenses for 
ihe orchestra alone for salaries and railroad trans- 
portation and hotel expenses, will foot up $3,500, 

The salaries paid to the soloists lam not at liberty 
to divulge, but I can you that Mr. Levy 
alone has seldom, if ever, received less than $1,000 
for one week’s engagement. The money expended 
for advertising in about 25 newspapers is one of the 
lergest items, which together with the publication 
of the music festival bulletin for teu weeks, will 
amount to about $1,500. The purchase of litho- 
graphic cuts of the solo performers together with 
some 100,00) haud bills, posters, programmes also 
involve a great outlay of money. 

The rent of the opera house, building of the 
huge terrace upon stage, salaries to clerks, stationa- 
ry and postage stamps, and many other little items 
will swe|] the expenditures up toan enormous fig 
ure, 

Now the question arises, will so large an amount 
of money be received by the sale of tickets? The 
seating capacity of DeGive’s opera house is about 
2,000; coula | sellevery seatatone dollara piece, 
for instance. my debit and credit would be 
balanced, there would even beasurplus. Now the 
parquette seats sell for $250, the balcony for $2.0v 
and $1.50, according to location, there being 1350 re- 
servable seats in both parquette and balcony; if 
all sold at every performance, they aloue would 
field 22,600 a night, or $183 000 for five performances 

eaving the gallery still unsold. This, of Course, 
would insure the financial success of the festival. 
But in order to accomplish this, I must draw largely 
upon the infiux of peop'e from other cities, 
which, thanks to the liberality of the railroad com- 
panies, I expect to Go. 

These are facts and figures for your consideration, 

What have I doue and what will I do towards 
creativg such a boom, not only in this city but the 
whole state, as will appeal to the iiberality of the 
people at large? WhzxtI have doneis not visible to 
the casual observer in a very glaring manner, save 
the advertisements in our loval and country papers, 
the publication of the musical festival bulletin and 
so forth. The bigeest guns will notfire untilabout 
two weeks before the festival. They will eousistin 
a lavish display of posters, lithograph photographs, 
and in a request to be issued by a number of prom- 
inent gentlemen, addressed to all inhabitants of 
Atlanta to decorate their houses with flags 
andbunting. I myself shall attend to a proper 
ornameutation and illumination at night of the 
opera house. Let the whole city have a festive ap- 

-arance: let tbe three days be gala daysin the 

istory of Atlanta I know it can be aone, and I 
am confident it will be, 

I now appeal to your earnest sympaihy and 
hearty cooperation. Ican assure you thatthe great 
responsibility resting upon my should- 
ers has ofien weighed me down and caused 
memanya sieepless night. I confidently hope 
that all of you willdo your share by way of per- 
sonal influence, knowing thata few words favor 
able to the festiva)], will have its proper weightin 
some direction. 

The effect the festival will have in creating a new 
and vigorous interest in music generally is con- 
ceded by all. I heartily thank the professional 
musicians, as well as you, ladies and gentlemen, 
for your kindness, your liberal support and sym- 
pathy.

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SAM HILL’S WIFE. 


Fhe Wants l'e-Maiden Name, at Sam File« Se. era! 
; Objectio  . 

Just prior to the last term o. Dekalb court a libel 
for divorce was filed by Toccoa 8. Hill against Samuel 
H. Hill, in whieh she prayed for a total divorce from 
the said Samuel H. Hill, upon the ground of contlnued 
and willful desertion, and she also prays that she shal! 
be allowed to resume her maiden name. An order 
was taken by General L. J. (;artrell, her attorney, t 
perfect service by publication, and the matter will 
come up for a first verdict at the next term of the 
court. 

It needs hardly to be recalled that Toccoa S, Hill 
is the wife of Sam Hill, who murdered John Simmons 
in the city some years ago for illicit relations with his 
(Hill’s) wife. Hill was eonvicted ef murder and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for life. Before the sentence 
was executed to the extent of his delivery to the pen- 
itentiary authorities. he was adjudged insane, con- 
fined in the asylum at Milledgeville, and shortly after 
escaped therefrom. Since that time he has been heard 
from atrandom times from various points in Mexico, 
Texas and Kansas. No efforts to recapiure him have 
ever been made by the Georgia authorities, nor are 
there likely to be any so long as he keeps out ef the 
borders of the State. 

A friend of Hill’s sent him acopy of THE ConsTITU- 
TION with the notice of the divorce suit instituted by 
his wife, and has received, in reply, aletter in which 
Sam swears in most emphatic terms that he will em- 

loy lawyers and resist the suit to the last extremity. 

ie gives no reason for itexcept that he does not want 
his wife released and given an opportunity to cont act 
another marriage. He never expects to see her ag in, 
or to live with her, but he expresses the belief that she 
ought to suffer es well as that he should for the crimes 
which brought them into their present positions. 

A prominent lawyer of the city informed THE Con- 
STITUTION reporter yesterday that the court would 
hardly permit a decree of divorce to Mrs. Hill upon 
her petition. She does not base her prayer upon the 
fact that Sam Hi:lisa convicted felon, but upon the 
ground that he has willfully deserted her for three 

-ears. The proof will show that he has not deserted 
wilfully, and that his absence is not of the nature 
intended by the law as a ground for divorce. Hence, 
a jury will hardly be complacent enough to give hera 
verdict upon her present petition. 

One ofthe singular phases of this Sam Hil! matter 
is found in the periodical receipt at the post-office here 
of letters add:essed in Sam’s handwriting to “Effie 
Etheridge,’’ which is the fictitious name used by his 
wife in Ser bawdy house escapades, and which figured 
so extensively in the testimony upon Sam’s trial for 
murder. These letters are post-marked from various 
places in the west and held here, advertised and sent 
regularly to the dead letter office without being 
opened. There being no such person as ‘:Effie Ether- 
idge’’ to call for them they are delivered to no one, 
and hence their contents are unknown. Although 
they are regularly advertised, Mrs. Hill has never ap- 

lied for them at the post-office. Those who know 
Sam Hill’s present state of feeling towards his wife be- 
licve they are abusive and recriminating letters from 
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him to her. but he is doubtless unaware that they 
never reach her

This collection 
should not be seen hurriedly. It is composed of 
pictures of uniform excellence by the best Ameri- 
can artists, and those who desire to really profit by 
the exhibition, should visit it as ofien as _ possi- 
ble and study the subjects and the way in 
which they are handled. in that way that they 
can cultivate a taste for art and become acquainted 
with the merits and defects of pictures. In other 
words become judges of art. would especially 
urge the value of this particularcollection in this 
respect to artists and art students.’’ 

**What was theetfect of the last exposition in ctil- 
tiyating a taste for art?’ 

‘Its stimulating influence was wonderful. and 
the community has grown enthusiastic.
